The State Department Indicated 
that It will make no term* with 
Huerta -In other words, no ' con- 
ditional" rutlrement will he accepta- 
ble to the Tnlted States. 

The State Department also said 
thut the action of the Itrltlsh Admir- 
al. Sir Christopher Cradoek. and his 
•■ntlte staff in making a formal .call 
Oil the Constitutional C.enernl Con- 
zales may he regarded as u recogni- 
tion by Hreat tlrltaln of the bellig- 
erency of the ConBtltutlpnalists. A 
similar step on the pUrt of the lulled 
States is expected in a few days. 

The failure of Huerta to explain 
the late of Correspondent Doster 
and I'rlvate Parks has brought about 
;i situation so acute that orders for 
the embarkation of more troops at 
Culveston for Vera Cruz are expect- 
ed at any moment 

The opinion of the Administration 
is that Huerta is In no position to 
dictate terms to anybody. He must 
got out, and in getting out must 
sever his connection entirely with 
the administration of Mexico's 
affairs. 

The belief of the President and his 
most capable advisers' is that Huerta 
will hold on a little longer and that 
he already has made his arrange- 
ments to leave Mexico. 

(ieneral Huerta's three represen- 
tatives to the mediation conference, 
to open at Niagara Kalis, Canada, 
iioxt Wednesday, arrived here to-day- 
direct from Mexico CJty. They are 
clothed with plenary powers. 

Meanwhile the urgent represen- 
tations made by President' Wilson 
aud Secretary llryan to the Huerta 
Government, through the llrazilian 
Minister at Mexico City as to the re 
ported execution of I'rlvate Samuel 
I'arks, who strayed through the Mex- 
ican lines, was partly relieved by a 
Message from Mexican Foreign 
Minister Kuiz to the Spanish Am- 
bassador. Mr. Kiano. stating that the 
Parks incident would be immediately 
investigated Heyond this Secretary 
Hryan had no Information on Park's 
disappearance. 

Ilotli the Itra/.ilian Minister at 
Mexico City and Ceneral Kuiiston. at 
Vera Cruz, have received word that 
I'arks was summarily executed and 
his body mutilated, but they have 
not beou able to contlrm these re- 
ports. 

Official reports through the day 
showed the Constitutionalists rapidly 
extending their Held occupation.

We publish below a communica- 
tion from Mr. Rickey, State Agent 
in Poultry Club Work: 

Because roosters are allowed to 
run with laying hens during warm 
weather, f l.l.OOO.OOO worth or eggs 
are lost to the farmers throughout 
the Culled .States each >eur; and 
most of this loss occurs during June, 
July and August. For tills reason 
raisers of poultry are earnestly ask- 
ed and urged to kill or sell all ma- 
tured males or confine them in pens 
away from the laying hens during 
the summer. Kggs that are laid by 
hens not mated are sterile or infer- 
tile, and do not decay. The fertil- 
ized eggs spoil very quickly when 
subjected to the Influence of heat, 
and if they are left too long In the 
nests or under broody hens or are 
left In any warm place, the germ 
cells begin to develop and the chicks 
begin to grow. These growing cells 
may die at any stage of develop- 
ment, due to unfavorable conditions. 

Whether the embryo dies or not, 
the. egg is useless as food and is un- 
fit for market. If the wives of, the 
farmers would once realize how 
much money they practically lose by 
allowing the roosters to run with 
the layers, they would immediately 
slop the practice. Not one egg more 
is produced with ti male running 
with a tlo.ek of hens than without 
one, and unless the roosters are val- 
uable as breeders, it Is far better to 
dispose of them at the end of the 
breeding season and replace them 
with the younger stock the follow- 
ing spring If we follow this plan 
we can always have good, strong, 
vigorous cockerels l young roosters t 
for breeders, and at the same fime 
get rid or the care of non-producers. 
Let us at least make the most of 
what we possess. 

In order to have concerted action 
In this matter the Poultry Depart- 
ment of the I'nlted States Covern- 
ment hits desiguuted the 2:id day of 
May to be known among poultry 
raisers as "Rooster Day.", Then 
kill, sell or confine the rooster. 

Nolo— The well known poultry 
buyers who are members of the 
Southern Poultry and Kgg Shippers 
Association have agreed to pay a 
higher price for roosters on that 
day.

Herbert Quick, editor of Farm 
anil Fireside, the national farm pa- 
per published at Springfield. Ohio. 
b.Klns an Important series of arti- 
cles In the current Issue of his pa- 
per entitled "The Dog. or the Sheep, 
Whlch? v Mr. Quick says that 
■nan's faithful friend, the doK. is 
the most expensive animal in the 
I nited States. The dog, and the 
•dog alone, stands between the farm- 
er and the profits from sheep and he 
alone is responsible for ■ good deal 
of the high cost of living in the mat- 
ter of clothing and meats. Mr. 
Quick has made a thorough investi- 
gation' of the subject and intends to 
submit for the consideration of 
farmers generally, and of such mem- 
bers of legislatures as may read It. 
a consensus of opinion of many 
farmers In the I nited States on this 
<|Uestion. 

The Importance of the dog peril 
will be recognized whVn people tind 
out what dogs have been doing in 
the I'nlted States. In ht,s first arti- 
cle Mr. Quick gives a picture of the 
perils of one of the Ms*i industries 
of the world caused wholly by the 
ravages of dogs. Mr. Quick adds 
that people Interested in the sheep 
business, may well bring these facts 
before their legislatures. The tes- 
timony of a dozen or fifteen impor- 
tani sheep raisers is adduced. Sev- 
eral show that dogs have almost put 
a slop to the sheep business. A 
Pennsylvania breeder writes as fol- 
lows: 

• "In o,ur eounty the dogs have 
djrne more to drive the sheep out 
than the legislation in regard to | 
free wool has done. The fear of : 
dogs makea a great many men sell | 
their sheep, and keeps others from | 
going into sheep husbandry. I I 
could name perhaps twenty flocks of | 
registered sheep which have been 
scattered by dogs." 

In the course of his article Mr. 
Quick reports, as follows, the testi- 
mony of Frank Klelnhelnz. sheep 
husbandman fn the I'niversity of 
Wisconsin : 

,"l know positively thiil many 
farmers sold off their sheep on ac- 
count of dogs, and that the fear of 
this injury to sheep lias discourag- 
ed so many farmers that we would 
have at least tifty per cent more 
sheep in the State or Wisconsin to- 
day If it were not for this fact. And 
it is almost too sad for me to say 
that at farmers' meetings where I 
have been chilled upon to talk about 
sheep-raising in Wisconsin some of 
the oldest farmers base got up and 
told me that there Is no use talking 
sheep in their locality Mint because 
the farmers were pot aware of the 
protlts derived from sheep ou'the 



farm, but because they could not af- 
ford to raise sheep for dog* to fped 
on. 1 often feel very much discour- 
aged and disheartened over the dog 
problem in our State Last winter 
I worked at our legislative session 
day and night to get a law passed 
Mv bill was passed In the assemhh 
and Senate, but unfortunately was 
called up for reconsideration and 
killed. Mny the Lord spare me, so 
I inn get Into the light again." 
Mr. Quick adds In conclusion: 
"Almost all normal people are 
fond of dogs. The man or woman 
who will defend the present condi- 
tions of things In the wprld of dogs 
and sheepjronvlcts himself of being 
a dog worshiper whose proper time 
for living would have been In Egypt 
when the dog god Anubis was wor- 
shiped. There are sportsmen and 
Ignorant dog lovers In the country 
who have, been up to this day Ml 
influential" with legislators than 
farmers have ever been, and who 
have insisted that the dog god Anu- 
bis must be worshiped every year in 
the sacrifice ofMhousands of sheep 
killed by dogs, of hundreds of 
thousands ruined by their worrying 
and persecution, and of millions 
which would be bred If the reign of 
the dog could be broken

PRACTKfXCI IKWM* PLOWHVfl 

Frankfort. Ky., May 14. -The 
first crop report for 1914. which 
has been prepared by Commissioner 
of Agriculture Newman, indicates 
that there will be bumper crops this 
year. Never before In the history 
of the State la the outlook at the be- 
ginning of the season as flattering 
as this year. 

The wheat acreage of last fall Is 
given at !••". per cent, and practically 
none of this was plowed up this 
spring. Ninct> -seven per cent ; of 
the original sowing ,was left stand- 
ing May 1. The condition of this 
large acreage is per cent. This 
would Indicate an unusually large 
yield of wheat. 

The original acreage of rye sown 
last fall was per cent. Rye is 
used more as a cover erop than 
wheat, a large per cent, of which Is 
plowed up in the spring for com and 
oats. For the last few yeurs rye 
has proved a more profitable crop 
than wheat Pel ai re, and It is no 
surprise to find that II per cent, of 
the original acreage is left standing 
Mav 1. while onlv *2 per cent, of 
the barley erop is left standing. The 
amount of barl.-y originally sown 
was 7 7 per cent, and the condition 
of both rye and barley is given at 
fS per cent. 

The corn acreage planted Is 91 
per cent, while 7t> per cent, of the 
plowing intended for corn was done 
May I. Planting is now in full 
swing, with the conditions favora- 
ble. Deep (flowing has been prac- 
ticed this year more than ever be- 
fore, and favorable weather for the

bed. The oats acreage planned is 
given at 19 par cent, with Nil per 
cent, of it sown May 1. 

While Hip dark tobacco crop 
planted is only given at 7!t per cent, 
the condition of plant beds is given 
at 9«i per cet. The acreage plant- 
ed of hurley is given at XI per cent 
with the condition of plant beds 91 
per cent. There is some complaint 
ol insects and cut-worms iiiquring 
the tobacco beds. 

The pastures are in unusually 
good condition. The condition of 
blue-grass 1s given at 93 per c ut. 
with every promise of a large crop 
ot blue-grass seed; clover is give?: at 
15 per cent, alfalfa at 93 per cent, 
and on hard grass at 92 per cent.
